U.S. Patent No. 4,800,882, to Gianturco discloses a 
wire stent for insertion and expansion into a passageway, 
which stent is comprised of a plurality of curved sections 
that are formed into a generally circular configuration. 
Adjacent curved sections are joined by a bend or cusp, so 
that a series of alternating opposing loops are formed. 

U.S. Patent No. 4,969,458, to Wiktor discloses an 
intracoronary stent comprised of a wire that is coiled 
having a limited number of turns wound in one direction, 
then reversed and wound in the opposited direction with the 
same number of turns, then reversed again and so on until a 
desired length of stent is obtained. 
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
